1) Lophozia ( Leiocolea ) heterocolpa (Thed.) Howe, Mem. Torr. Bot. C4ub 
7: 108. 1899.— Leiocolea heterocolpa (Thed.) Buch, Mem. Soc. F. FI. Fenn. 8: 284. 
1932. 

Spec. Exam. : Akadake in Yatsugadake Mountains, Yamanashi Pref.; ca. 2700 m 
alt. : on humus among wetty rock crevices (conglomerate), occurring with Bazzania 
Jissifolia, Blepharostoma trichophyllum, Diplophyllum taxi folium and some mosses; 
H. Inoue no. 7699 , Aug. 1957. Distr. : Rather widely distributed in circumpolar 
regions : new to Japan! 
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2) Scapania ornithopodioides (With.) Pers. : Inoue, Journ. Jap. Bot. 31 r 342, 
f. 2 (5-8). 1956. 

Obs. : Sporangium oval: wall 4-5 strata, totally ca. 65p thick, inner 3-4 layers 
composed of smaller cells, measuring 6— 10yi thick, cells of innermost layer with 
deeply pigmented, mostly incompleted, tangentially thickened bands, outer 1 layer 
composed of larger cells, measuring ca. 25p thich, with nodular thickenings mostly 
on longitudinal walls; spores 13-17^, globose, with minutely punctate coat, deep 
brown; elaters 8-KJu wide, bispiral. 

Oil-bodies 2-3 per cell, 4-6ju in spherical ones or 10-13x4-6/t in fusiform ones, 
grayish to faintly brownish gray. 

Spec. Exam. : Mt. Kaikoma in southern Alps, Nagano Pref.; ca. 2400 m. alt. ; 
on humus covering granite, occurring with Plagiochila semidecurrens (f. undulata), 
Macrodiplophyllum plicatum, and Dicranum sp.; H. Inoue, July 27, 1958; no male 
plant was observed. 
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3) Pleurozia purpurea (Lightf.) Lindb. : Ikegami, Journ. Hattori Bot. Lab. 
£18: 68. 1957. 

Oil-bodies 8-25 per cell, globose, 3-4/t, with numerous granules, grayish to 
faintly brownish gray. In the cells are observed numerous oil-drops, which are 
homogeneous and less than 1/i in diameter.
